be refunded by the government. Con- 
gress failed to make an appropriation for 
the purpose, but such rebate may be "pf id 
in stamps at tho reduced rates." The tax 
on cigars and the larger- cigarettes is re- 
duced to three dollars per thousand. 
The reduction of tax on tobacco, snuff 
and cigars is just enough-to benefit deal- 
ers, but not enough to make any mater- 
ial reduction to consumers. 


After July 1, the crockery industry of 


this country will be more largely protect-' 
ed than ever before. The duty on crook- 
«ryware has been raised from 20 to 30 
per cent, which will give that industry a 
new lease of life. Crockery-making is 
becoming an important manufacturing 
•enterprise in this country, especially in 
Ohio and New Jersey. Under the new 
tariff law, tho Trenton potters at a recent 
meeting pledged themselves, not to in- 
crease their prices trader the new Jaw 
over "the lowest average rates ot the past 
ten years," and declared that "prices will 
be lower to the cons-umer for the next five 
years than they have been during any 
period ot five years for the past 100 years."

OZAUK, Ark., April 16.—At nearly 1 


o'clock Saturday morning a disastrous tornado 
struck'YVhit'o Oak,"a atatlon on the Little Book 


<J Fort Smith-railway, ten-- milos' wost'of. this 
town. The wind blow from tha-southwest, and 
tho force was beyond tha power of description. 
Tho sides of tho mountains, which before the 
storm wore covered with trees,' now show none 
standing, oven tho oaks being piped in twain 
like pipe atoms. 
After this camo a hail storm 


which lasted till tho ground waa covevod with 
ico. Many stones woro noarly as largo as hen's 
eggB. F. H. Eiflor, tho postmaster, lost ha 
store and rosidenoo and probably most of tho 
mail. Throe hundred dollars in currency was 
also scattered by tho winds, SS9 being found. 
He was seriously injured about tho spine. L. 
E. H, Wallace's residence, stablos, aad store, 
occupied by J. It. Cox, .ivoro leveled, ae wero 
also tho residences of J. C. W. Murray ladall 
others at that place. The storm averaged throe 
miles in width. It camo from south of tho 
river, at a point near WhL'e Oak. 
Tho tele- 


graph wire was blown' down for nearly four 
inilos, and 117 fences can bo seen auytvliere. 
Trees two suv, threo feet in diameter wero up- 
rooted, broken and twisted like twigs. One 
more than two foot thick lay over .the railway 
track, the iron rail 'beneath it being broken in 
pieces. Pile after pile of great railroad ties 
woro found bl%vn around us if tfcoy had been 
matches, and a cav load of lumber had boon 
emptied, tho side stakes broken short off.

ports of destruction of property and loss of 
iifo como from every direction. Thomas Koss 
and wife and William Herron, .ouo mile north, 
wore fatally iuiurod. ttud their houses swept 
away. W. E. AloCaic, David Hall, John Bras- 
uro and Wallace all lost^thoir houses.

laoo'9 was a ona story an!ra half log house( tho 
upoor half being carried away. Daniel *\Y ado, 
William Hnun and Zach Harper also lost their 
houses. Tho union church nnd school house, 
a mile 'northwest, iS' also iu raiiis. Daniol 
Wade lost everything iu the house. Tho only 
building of any kind utaudicg is tho section 
houf 0, which was not squarely in tho track of 
the storm.' 


At Gay'a mill, two miles west, ono small 
residence is all that remains standing. F. J. 
Lowis' house and half a dozen others are in 
ruinu. 


A storm, of such severity was never before 


known hero. The tornado reached Conway, 
Faulknor-county, on tho same railway, at M p. 
m., from tho northeast. No ouo was killed, but 
several woro badly injured. 
There are no ro- 


porta from tho interior. Tho Catholic and Bap- 
tist churches are both destroyed. Simmons' 
iirotlutrb' giu-mill is a total wreck, and Hil- 
liaril A Co. a planing-mill is swept away. The

How Florist's.Bills'Are Collected. 


A delicate part of. the florist's business, 


requiring judgment and tact, is the col- 
lection of-;his; Hbills. It might be .sup- 
posed that as flowers are not necessities 
of life in any sense of the word, they 
would be'bought only by persons fully 
able to pay ior "ttrem, out, according to 
the testimony of the leading, florists., this 
is far from being the case, and some of 
the devices resorted to in exacting pay- 
ment must be peculiarly unpleasant to 
all parties ^concerned. Por instance, it 
iriay be supposed that it is only as tho 
last hope of ever getting payment out of 
youn°-A.,who has been sending Miss 
B. twenty-dollar bouquets twice a week 
all winter, that the florist sends the. un- 
paid bill to :the latter. ; .This is an • ex- 
treme measure, to be sure, and the threat 
of such a proceeding usually brings the 
debtor to terms. As the florist sends 
home/the flowers ho sells, he knows .who 
•receives them, if he does not always 
know who is to pay for them. There 
are, of course, some bad debts which can 
not be recovered, no matter how many 
bills are sent 'to the father, mother. 
f 


uardians, brothers and sisters, and, 
nally, beneficiaries of the youngman 


who buys flowers that he can not 
pay for and never expects to pay 
for. 
A professional collector is then 


employed to make the young man's 
life a burden to him, and, in tho long 
run, 
the debt is usually collected. Tradi- 


tion records that a few years ago a flor- 
ist, wishing to collect a bill which had 
beon presented once a month for more 
than a year, .and yetunwilling to threaten 
his delinquent customer too directly, in- 
serted the following card in the news- 
papers: "If Mr. X., florist, does,not re- 
ceive payment for certain bills before the 
first of next month, he will find it neces- 
sary to send them to the persons who 
have received the flowers." To his 
amazement checks came in by the dozen, 
and from persons:for whom the shafts 
had not been intended. Kb florist with 
a custom to lose willadmit that he has 
ever dreamed of using such means of 
hastening collections, but every florist 
knows ofsome other florist who is sup- 
posed to be guilty'of the questionable 
practice. 
Of course it will not do for a florist to 


get the reputation, of resorting to un- 
pleasant measures in collecting bills, and 
it is understood .to be a mooted point 
among'florist's of a disputatious turn of 
mind whether, or not it is proper in any 
case to send a bill for llo wers to the youns: 
woman who had not ordered them, but 
had received and enjoyed them. The 
code of ethics peculiar to the business 
has not settled this point as yet, and it is 
probable, so long as the persons who go 
beyond their means iu buying flowers 
are young men of good family who, 
when hard put to it, can beg or borrow 
thesum needed, that such measures will 
now and then be heard of.—I\T. Y.
